WASHINGTON, D. C.—An 


amendment to the constitution 
of-the United States that would 
eliminate the issuance of tax 
exempt bonds and securities in 
this country was urged by 
President Harding Tuesday in 
his message on the convening 
of congress. The president in 
his message also reconrmnded: 


1. That this country should 


build a strong merchant ma- 
rine and that the provisions of 
the Jones act for granting sub- 
sidies to that end should be 
carried out. 


2. That the stabilization of 


industry in this country de- 
mands the passage of the tariff 
bill. 


3. That power should be giv- 


sn the executive department to 
negotiate and fund the foreign 
debts. 


4. That there should be a 


further reduction in taxes un- 
der the revenue bill and that 
he will make recommendations 
fco that effect later. 


5. That government in this 


:ountry should be by political 
parties and not by classes or'by 
personal followings. 


6. "Proper. encouragement" 


for cooperative marketing pro- 
grams as a means of assisting 
in the relief of present condi-... 
tions in agriculture. 


7. "Earnest attention" to a 


general policy of transportation. 
of distributed industry and 
highway construction to en- 
courage the spread of the pop- 
ulation and restore the balance 
between city and country. 


8. Plans of conference -of 


common counsel, of mediation, 
arbitration and judicial deter- 
mination, in controversies be- 
,ween capital and labor. 


9. Federal aid for reclama- 


ion of lands where state and 
private participation is assur- 
ed. 


10. An appropriation neces- 


ary to supply,the American 
relief administration in Russia 
with ten million bushels of corn 
and one million bushels of, seed . 
grains. '

to admit of re- 


duced duties on imports car- 
ried in American bottoms. Dur- 
ing tho lif» of tho act no execu- 
tive has complied with this or- 
der of tho congress. When the 
present 
administration 
came 


into responsibility it began an 
early inquiry into the failure to 
execute the expressed purpose 
of 
the 
Jont'S act. Only one 


conclusion has 
been possible. 


Frankly, members of house and 
dunate, eager as 1 em to join 
you in the making of an Ameri- 
can mcrehunt marine commen- 
surate 
with 
our 
commerce, 


the denouncement of commer- 
cial treaties would involve us 
in a 
chaos of 
trade relation- 


ships and add indescribably to 
the confusion 
of the 
already 


disordered 
commercial world. 


Our power t° do so is not dis- 
puted, but 
power and 
ship* 


without comity of relationship! 
will not, give us the expanded 
trade 
which 
is 
inseparably 


linked with a great merchant 
marine. Moreover, the applied 
reduction 
of duty 
for which 


tho treaty denouncements were 
necessary encouraged only the 
carrying of dutiable 
imports 


to our shores while the tonnage 
which unfurls the flag on the 
seas is both free and dutiable, and 
the cargoes which make a na- 
tion eminent in trade are out- 
going 
rather than in-coming. 


U is not my thought to lay the 
problem in detail before you 
today. 


It i* desired only to say to 


you that tho executive branch 
of the gc.vernmcr.it, 
uninflu- 


enced by the 
protest of any 


nation, for none has been made, 
is well convinced that 
your 


proposal, highly intended and 
heartily supported here, is so 
fraught with difficulties and so 
marked by tendencies to dis- 
courage trade expansion, that 
I invite your tolerance of non- 
compliance for a 
very 
lew 


weeks until a plan may be pre- 
sented which contemplates no 
greater draft upon the public 
treanury, and which, though 
yet too crude to oiler it today, 
givea such promise of expand- 
ing our merchant marine that 
it "will arjfuo its own approval. 
It is enough to say today that 
we aro so possessed of ships 
nnd the American intention to 
establish ft merchant marine is 
so unalterable, that a plan of 
rounbursemont, at no 
other 


cost than is 
contemplated in 


tho existing act, will appeal to 
the pride and 
encourage the 


hope of all the American peo- 
ple. 


THE TARIFF. 


There is before you .the com- 


pletion of the 
enactment of 


what has been termed a ''per- 
manent" tariff law, the word 
"permanent" 
being used 
to 


distinguish it from the emer- 
gency act which congress ex- 
pedited early in the extraor- 
dinary session and which is law 
today. I can not too strongly 
urge an early completion of 
this necessary legislation. 
It 


is needed ta tabilizo our indus- 
try at home; it is essential to 
make more definite our trade 
relations abroad. 
More it is 


vital to tho 
preservation of 


many of our own 
industries 


which contribute so notably to 
tho very life of our nation. 


There is now, and there al- 


ways will bq, a storm 
of con- 


flicting opinion about any tar- 
iff revision. We cannot go far 
wrong w.hen we bare onr tar- 
iffs on the policy of preserving 
the productive activities, which 
enhance employment and add 
to our national prosperity. 


A«r*Jn comes the reminder 
that we must not be unmind- 
ful of world .conditions, that 
9«opl« «• itruggliua for in- 


du«tri»l rehabilitation and that 
we cannot dwell 
in industrial . 


and commercial exclusion ana 
at the same time do the just 
thing in aiding world recogni- 
tion and readjustment. Wo do 
not seek a selfish aloofness and 
•wo could not profit by it were 
it possible. We recognize the 
necessity of buying wherever 
we sell and the permanency of 
trade lies in its acceptable ex- 
changes., In 
our pursuit of 


markets.-we must give as well 
as receive. Wo cannot sell to 
'others who do not produce nor 
can be buy unless wo produce 
at home. 
Sensible of every 


obligation of humanity, com- 
merce WK! finance, linked ns 
they are in the present world 
condition, it is not to be argued 
that we need destroy ourselves 
to be helpful to others. \Vitli 
all my heart I wish restoration 
to the peoples blighted by the 
awful world war, but the prog- 
ress of restoration does not he 
in our acceptance of like con- 
ditions. It were better to re- 
main on firm ground, strive for 
ample employment 
and high 


standards of wages at home 
and point the way to balanc- 
ed buclects, economy and reso- 
lute, efficient work ns the nec- 
essary remedies to cure disas- 
ter.Everything relative to trndo 
among 
ourselves 
and among 


nations has been expanded, in-, 
flated, abnormal and there is 
a madness in finance which no 
American 
policy 
alone 
can 


cure. We are a creditor na- 
tion, not by normal processes 
but made so by war. It is not 
an unworthy selfishness to seek 
to ?ave 
ourselves 
when tho 


processes of that salvation are 
not only denied to -others but 
commended to them. We seek 
to undermine for others TIO in- 
dustry by which they subsist; 
we are obligated to permit the 
undermining 
of .none of our 


own which make 
for employ- 


ment and maintained activities. 


Every contemplation, it lit- 


tle matters 
in which direction 


one turns, magnifies the diffi- 
culty of tariff legislation but 
tho 
necessity 
of 
revision is 


magnified 
with it. Doubtless 


we aro justified in seeking a 
more flexible 
policy than we 


have 
provided 
heretofore. I 


hope a way 
will be found to 


make for 
flexibility and elas- 


ticity, so that 
rates may be 


adjusted to meet unusual and 
changing conditions which can- 
not be accurately 
anticipated. 


There are problems incident to 
unfair 
practices 
nnd to ex- 


changes -which madness in mon- 
ey have made almost unsolv- 
able. I know of no manner in 
which to effect this flexibility 
other than the extension of the 
powers of tariff commissions, 
so that it .can adapt itself to a 
scientific and 
wholly just ad- 


ministration of the'law. 


I am not unmindful of the 


constituent difficulties. 
These 


can be met by giving authority 
to fhe 
chief 
executive who 


could proclaim additional du- 
ties to meet conditions which 
the congress may designate. 


At this point I must disavow 


any desire to enlarge the ex- 
ecutive's powers or add to the 
responsibilities 
of 
the 
of- 


lice. They are already too largo. 
If there were any other plan I 
would prefer it. 


The grant 
of authority 
to 


proclaim 
would 
necessarily 


brinjj the tariff commission in- 
to new and enlarged activities 
because no executive could dis- 
charge such a duty except upon 
the information acquired and 
recommendations by this com- 
mission. But the plan ia feas- 
ible, and tho proper 
function- 


ing of the board would give us 
a better administration of a de- 
fined policy than ever can be 
made possible by tariff duties 
prescribed without flexibility. 


There is a manifest 
differ- 


ence of 
opinion 
about tho 


American valuation. Many na- 
tions have 
adopted delivery 


valuation as the basis for col- 
lecting duties, that is, they 
take the cost of the imports 
delivered at the port of entry 
as the basis for levying duty. It 
is no radical departure, in view 
of the varying conditions snd 
the disordered state of money 
vaiues, to provide for Ameri- 
can valuation,.but there cannot 
be ignored the danger of such 
a valuation brought to the lev- 
el of our own production costs 
of making our tariffs prohibi- 
tive. It might do so in many 
instances where imports ought 
to be, encouraged. 
I believe 


congress ought well to consid- 
er the desirability of the only 
promising alternative, namely 
a provision authorizing pro- 
claimed 
American valuation, 


under prescribed conditions, on 
any given list of articles im- 
ported. 


In this proposed flexibility, 


authorizing increases 
to meet 


conditions so likely to change, 
there should also be provision 
for decreases. A rate may bo 
just today and entirely out of 
proportion six moriths from to- 
day. If our tariffs are 
to be 


made equitable and not neces- 
sarily burden our imports and 
hinder our trade abroad, fre- 
quent adjustment will bo nec- 
essary 
for years to come. 


Knowing the impossibility oi 
modification by act of congress 
for any one or a score of-lines 
without involving a long array 
of schedules I think s wa shall 
go a lonp ways toward stabili- 
zation, ii there is recognition' 
of the tariff commission's fit- 
ness 
to 
recommend urgent 


changes by proclamation. 


I am. sure about public opin- 


ion favoring the early determi- 


nation 
of our tariff 
policy. 


There have been business re- 
vival from the deep, slump 
which all the world has been 
experiencing. 
Ouf unemploy- 


ment, which gave us deep con- 
cern only a few weeks ago h»s 
grown encouragingly less, and 
new assurances and renewed 
confidence will attend the con- 
gressional ' declaration 
that 


American industry will be held 
secure. 


Much has been said about the 


protective policy for . ourselves 
making it impossible for our 
debtors to discharge their ob- 
ligations to us: This is a con- 
tention cot now pressing for 
decision; 
If we must 
chooee 


between- a people in idleness 
pressing for 
the payment of 


indebtedness, 'or 'a people re- 
suming the normal ways of 
employment Mid carrying 
the 


credit, let us choose the latter. 
Sometimes we appraise largest 
the human ill most vivid in our 
minds. .We have been, giving 
and are giving now of1 pur 'in-1 
fluence ar.d appeals to minimize 
the likelihood of war and throw 
oft' the 
crushing burdens of 


armament. It is. all very ear- 
nest with a national soul im- 
pelling. But 
a people unem- 


ployed and hungry, face a situ- 
ation quite as disheartening as 
war and our greater obligation 
today is to do the 
govern- 


ment's part toward 
resuming 


productivity 
and 
promoting 


fortunate 
and 
remunerative 


employment. ^ 


Something more than tariff 


protection 
is 
required 
by 


American agriculture. To the 
farm has come the earlier and 
the heavier burdens of read- 
justment. There is actual de- 
pression in our agricultural in- 
dustry, while agricultural pros- 
perity is absolutely essential to 
the general prosperity of the 
country. 
N 


Congress has 
sought 
very 


earnestly to provide relief. 
It 


has promptly giyen such tem- 
porary relief as has been pos- 
sible, but the call is 
insistent 


for the permanent solution. It 
is inevitable that large 
crops 


lower the prices 
and 
short 


crops advance them. No legis- 
lation can cure that fundamen- 
tal law. But there 
must be 


some- economic solution for the 
excessive variation in returns 
for agricultural production. 


It is rather shocking to be 


told and to .have the statement 
strongly supported that nine 
million balen of cotton raised on 
American plantations is a giv- 
en year actually will be worth 
more, to the producers than 
15,000,000 bales would have 
been. Equally shocking is -the 
statement that 700,000,000 bu- 
shels of wheat raised by Amer- 
ican farmers would bring them 
more money than a billion bu- 
shels. Yet these are not exag- 
gerated statements. In a world 
where there are tens of mil- 
lions who need food and cloth- 
ing which they canr.ot get, such 
a condition 
is sure to indict 


the social system which .makes 
it possible, 
' 


MARKETING. 


In the mum the remedy, lies 


in distribution and marketing. 
Every proper 
encouragement 


should be given to the co-oper- 
ntive 
marketing 
programs. 


These have proven very help- 
ful to the co-operating com- 
munities in Europe. In Rus- 
sin the co-operative commun- 
ity has become a 
recognized 


bulwark of law and order and 
saved individuals 
from en- 


fulfment in social 
paralysis. 


Ultimately they will be 
ac- 


credited with the salvation of 
the Russian state. 


There is the appeal for this 


experiment. Why not try it? 
No one challenges the right of 
tho farmer to a larger stare 
of the consumers' pay for his 
product. 
No one can dispute 


that we cannot live without 
the farmer. 
He is justified in 


rebelling aigainsit the trans- 
portation cost. 
Given a fair 


return for his labor he 
will 


have less occasion to appeal 
for financial aid; and given as- 
surance that his labors sMall 
not be in vain we reassure all 
the people of a production suf- 
ficient to meet our national re- 
quirement nnd guard against 
disaster. 


The base of the pyramid of 


civilization which rests upon 
the soil is shrinking through 
the drift of population 
from 


farm to city. For a 
genera- 


tion w have been expressing 
m'-re or less concern 
about 


this 
tendency. 
Economists 


have warned and 
stntesnTcrT' 


have deplored. 
We 
thought 


for a time that modern con- 
veniences and the more inti- 
mate contact would halt the 
movement, but 
it has 
gone 


steadily 
on. 
Perhaps 
only 


grim necessity will correct it 
but we ought to find a less 
drastic remedy. . 


FREIGHT RATES. 


The existing schemo of ad- 


justing freight rates has been 
favoring, the basing points un- 
til industries are attracted to. 
some 
centers 
and 
repelled 


from others. 


A great volume of -unecono- 


mic and wasteful transporta- 
tion has attended and the cost 
increased 
accordingly. 
The 


grain milling and meat pack- 
ing industries afford ample il- 
lustration and the attending 
concentration is readily appar- 
ent. 
The menaces in concen-' 


tration are not limited to the 


retarding influences on »grl- 
culture. - Manifestly the con- . 
ditions and terms of railway , 
transportation ought not to be 
permitted to increase the un- 
desiraUe tendency. 
We have 


a just pride in our great cit- 
ies, but we shall.find a sweat- 
er pride In the .nation, which 
has a larger distribution of ita 
population ii<to the country* 
where comparatively 
seuf-suf- 


ficient smaller 
communities 


may blend . agricultural 
and 


manufacturing 
interests - in 


harmonious 
helpfulness 
and 


enhanced good fortune. 
Such 


a "movement contemplates no 
destruction of things -wrought, 
of investments made or wealth 
involved. It only looks 
to a 


•• general policy of transports- • 


tion, ol distributed 
industry 


and of highway coristrxmtion 
to encourage the spread of our 
population 
and restore 
tho 


proper balance between 
city 


and country. The problem may 
well have your earnest atten- 
tion. 


It has 
been perhaps 
the 


proudest claim of our Ameri- 
can civilization that in^ dealing 
with human relationship it has 
constantly moved toward such 
justice 
in 
distributing 
the 


product of human energy that 
it has improved continuously 
the economic state of the mass 
of people. 
Ours has been a 


highly productive social organ- 
ization. On the way up from 
the elemental stages of soci- 
ety we have eliminated sTavery 
and serfdom and are now far 
.on the way to the elimination 
of poverty. 
Through the eradication of 


illiteracy and the diffusion of 
education, mankind h*s reach- 
ed a stage where we may fair- 
ly guy that 
in 
the 
United 


States equality of opportunity 
has been attained, though all 
are -not prepared to embrace 
it. 


There is Indeed, a too great 


divergence between tne econo- 
mic conditions of the least fa- 
vored classes in the commun- 
ity. But even that divergence 
has now come to 
the 
point 


where wo bracket 
the 
very 


poor and the very rich toge_th- 
er 
as 
the 
least 
fortunate 


classes. Our efforts may well 
be directed to 
improving the 


status of both. 


CAPITAL AND LABOR 


While this set of problems is 


commonly comprehended under 
the general phrase "capital and 
labor" it is really vastly broad- 
er. It is a question of social 
and economic organization. La- 
bor has become a large con- 
tributor through 
its savings, 


to the stock of capital; while 
the people who own the larges.t 


individual aggregates 
of 
capi- 


tal are themselves often hard 
and earnest 
laborers. 
Very 


often it is extremely difficult to 
draw the line of 
demarcation 


between the two groups, to de- 
termine whether a particular 
individual is entitled to be set 
down as laborers or as capital- 
ist. In a very large proportion 
of cases he is both and -when he 
is both he is the most useful 
citizen. 


The right of labor to orga- 


nize is just as fundamental and 
necessary as is the right of 
capital to organize. The right 
of labor to negotiate, to deal 
with and solve fts 
oarticular 


problems, in an organized way 
through its chosen agents, is 
just as essential as is the right 
of capital to organize to main- 
tain corporations, to limit the 
liabilities of stockholders. In- 
deed we have come to recog- 
nize that the limited liability 
of the citizen as a member of 
a labor 
organization 
closely 


parallels the limitation of lia- 
bility of the citizen as a stock- 
holder in a corporation for the 
profit. Along this line of rea- 
soning we shall make the great- 
est progress toward solution of 
our problem of capital and la- 
bor. 


In the case of the corpora- 


tion which enjoys the privilege 
of limited liability of stock- 
holders, particularly when en- 
gaged in the public service, it 
is recognized that the outside 
public 
has 
a large 
concern 


which must be protected; and 
so we provide regulations, and 
in some cases detailed super- 
vision. Livewise in the case of 
labor organizations 
we might 


well apply similar and equally 
well -defined principles of regu- 
lation in order to conserve the 
public's interests as 
affected 


by their operationB. 


Just as it is not desirable 
that a corporation shall be al- 
lowed to impose.- undue exac- 
tions on the public so it is not 
desirable that ,a labor organ- 
ization shall 
be permitted to 


exact unfair terms of employ- 
ment or subject the public to ac- 
tual distress in order to enforce 
its terms. Finally, just as we 
are earnestly seeking for pro- 
cedures whereby to adjust and 
settle political differences be- 
tween nations' -without resort 
to war, so we may well look 
about for means to settle the 
differences 
between, organized 


capial 
and organized labor 


without resort to those forms 
of .warfare which -we recognize 
under 
the" name of strikes, 


lockouts, boycotts and the like. 


• 
As we have great bodies of 


l«w 
carefully 
regulating the 


organization and operation of 
industrial nnd financial corpor- 
ations as we have treaties and 
compacts among nations which 
look to the settlement of differ- 
ences without the necessity of 


conflict in arms 
so we might 


well1 have plans of -conference, 
of common 
counsel, 
arbitra- 


tion and judicial determination 
in controversies between labor 
and 
capital. To 
accomplish 


this -would 
involve the "-necea- 


»ity to develop a thorongh-fo- 
ing code of practice in'dealing 
with such affairs. It might be 
well to frankly 
set forth the 


guperior interest of the commu-; 
nity as a -whole to either the 
labor 
group 
or the 
capital 
group. With rights, privileges, 
immunities 'and modes of or- 
ganization thus carefully' de- 
fined, it should be possible to 
get up: judicial or quasi judicial 
tributes for the 
consideration 


and determination 
of all dis- 


. putes .which, menace the public 
welfare. 
In an industrial society such 


as ours the strike, the lockout 
and the 
boycott arc as much 


out of place and as disastrous 
in their results as in war or 
armed revolution in the domain, 
of politics. The same disposi- 
tion to reasonableness, to con- 
ciliation, to recognition of the 
other side's 
point of view, the 


same provision of fair and rec- 
ognized tribunals fend process- 
es ought to make it possible to 
solve tho one set of questions 
as easily as the other. 
The consideration of such a 


policy would necessitate the ex- 
'crcise of care of deliberation in 
the construction of a code and 
n charter of elemental rights 
dealing with 
the relations of 


employer and employes would 
hastcri the building- of the tem- 
ple of peace'in industry which 
a 
rejoicing 
nation would ac- 


claim. 


ASSISTING SOLDIERS. 


After each war, until th/G 


last, the government had been 
enabled to give homes to its 
returned soldiers and a large 
part of our settlement and de- 
velopment has ^attended 
this 


generous provision of land for 
the nation's defenders. 


There is yet unreserved ap- 


proximately 200,000,000 acres 
in the public domaino, 20,000,- 
000 acres which are known 'to 
be susceptible of reclamation 
and made fit 'for homes by ir- 
rigation. 


The government has 
been 


assisting in the development 
of its remaining lands 
until 


the estimated increase in land 
values in 'the irrigated sec- 
tions is fully $500,000,000 and 
the crops of 1920 exceeded 
$100,000,000. 


Under the law 
authorizing: 


these expenditures for devel- 
opment the advances are to be 
returned and it would be good 
business for tha government 
to provide for the reclamation 
of the 
remaining 
20,000,000 


acres in addition to expediting 
the completion 'of projects un- 
der way. 


Under what is known as the 


coal and jfaa lease law, appli- 
cable also to deposits of phos- 
phates and other minerals on 
the public domain, leases are 
now being made on the royal- 
ty basis and are 
producing 


largo revenues to the govern- 
ment. 
Under this legislation 


10 per cent of all royalties is 
to be paid directly to the fed- 
eral treasury and of the re- 
mainder 50 per cent is to be 
used for reclamation of 
arid 


lands by Irrigation and 40 per 
cent is to be paid to the states 
in which the operations are lo- 
cated to be used by them for 
school and road purposes. 


These resources are so vast 


and the development is afford- 
ing so reliable a basis of esti- 
mate that the interior depart- 
ment expresses the belief-that 
ultimately the present Jaw will 
add in royalties and payments 
to the treasuries of the fed- 
eral government and the states 
containing these public lands 
a total of ¥12,000,000,000. This 
means of course, 
sn 
added 


wealth of many times 
that 


sum. These prospects seem to 
afford every justification of the 
government advances 
in re- 


clamation and irriiratjon. 


Coniemplating the inevitable 


and desirable increase of pop- 
ulation there is another phase 
of reclamation 
full worthy of 


consideration. There are 79,- 
000,000 acres of 
swamp and 


cutoyer lands 
which may be 


reclaimed and made ^as valua- 
ble as any farm land we pos- 
ses*. These are largely locat- 
ed in southern -states and the 
greater 
proportion is 
owned 


by the states or by private cit- 
izens. Cor.gre«s 
has a report 


'of the survey of this field for 


reclamation 
and the feasibil- 
ity 
is 
established. I gladly 


commend federal aid by way of 
advances where state and pri- 
vate participation is Assured. 


Home making is one Of the 
greater benefits which govern- 
ment 
can 
bestow. 
Measures 


are 
pending embodying this' 


sound policy to which we may 
we'll adhere. It is easily possi- 
ble to make available perman- 
ent homes which will provide 
for prosperous American fam- 
ilies without injurious compe- 
tition 
with established activi- 


ties or imposition 
on wealth 


already. acquired. 
i 


FAMINE IN RUSSIA. 


While we .are 
thinking of 


promoting -the fortune! of our 
own people I am sure there is 
room 
m ; the 
sympathetic 


thought of America for fellow 
human beings who are. Buffer- 
ing and . dying 
of starvation 


in Russia. A severe- drought 
In the valley of the Vole* Eki 


plunged 16,000,000 people into 
famine. Our voluntary agen- 
cies are . extending themselves 
to the utmost to save the lives 
of children in this area but it 
is evident that unless relief is 
afforded the/Joss oi life will ex- 
tend into "many millions. Amer- 
ica cannot be deaf to such a 
call as'that. 


We do not 
recognize 
the 


government of Russia nor tol- 
erate the 
propaganda' which 


emanates therefrom but we do 
not forget tho 
traditions of 


Jlussian friendship. ' We may 
put aside our consideration of 
politics 
and 
fundamental 


differences in government:-The 
big thing is the call of the suf- 
fering and dying. 
Unreserv- 


edly 1 recommend the . appro- 
priation necess-ary tw supply 
the American relief adminis- 
tration with 10,000,000 bush-els 
of corn and 1,000,000 busnels 
of seed grains, not alone to 
halt the wave of death through 
starvation but to enable spring 
plai ting in -areas- where seed 
grains have been exhausted to 
slum starvation. 


The American relief admin- 


istration is directed in Russia 
by former officers of our arm- 
ies and n<:s fully demonstrat- 
ed its ability to transport re- 
liui th'.ough American hands 
without hindrance or loss. Tho 
time has come to add tne gov- 
ernment support to the won- 
derful relief already wrought 
out oi the gen'erosity oi tno 
American private purse. 


1 am not unaware that we 


have satft.-r.ng and privation 
nt home. 
YV'hun it extends 


the capacity 
for the 
relief 


within me stales concerned 
it will have federal considera- 
tion. It seems to me we should 
be indiiferent to our own neart 
promptiJigs and out of accord 
with tne spirit which acclaims 
the onristmas tide if we do 
not ft'ive out of our national 
aounuance to lighten this uur- 
den of woe 
upon a 
people 


blam--k-ss and nelpless m fa- 
mine's peril. 


There are a full score of 


topics concerning 
\vnich 
it 


\voulJ be becoming -to address 
you and on 
\viucn 
I hope to 


make report at a later time. I 
have alluued to the things re- 
quiring your earlier attention. 
However, i cannot end this ad- 
dress 
without 
a suggested 


amendment to the organic law. 
Many of us belong to 
that 


school of thought which is hes- 
itant about altering the funda- 
mental law. 1 tmnk our tax 
problems, 
the 
tendency 
of 


wealth to seek non-taxable in- 
vestment and the menacing in- 
crease of public debt, federal, 
state and municipal—all justi- 
fy a proposal to change the 
constitution so as to'end 
the 


issue of non-taxable bonds. No 
action can change the status of 
the many billions outstanding 
but we can guard against fu- 
ture encouragement of capital 
by paralysis while a halt in the 
growth of public indebtedness 
would, be beneficial throughout 
the world. 


Such a change in the consti- 


tution must be very thorough- 
ly considered before submis- 
sion. There ought to be known 
what influence,,!! will have on 
the inevitable refunding of our

HP HE manner in which the people are 
•*• buncoed and misled on all questions 
affecting the welfare of the special inter-

Several weeks ago it was announced 


that the Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion had issued an order for a 1C per cent 
' reduction on hay and grain rates in the 
west. Last week it was announced that 
the railroads were going to "voluntarily" 
reduce rates on hay and grain 10 per 
cent. 


The people, of course, figured that the 


railroads had thereby reduced rates on 
hay and grain 26 per cent. 


It appears, however, that the railroads 


never bothered about putting the 16 per 
cent order of the Interstate Commerce 


tire United States with the exception, of New.T 
England, providing further 
wage reductions 


were allowed. A proposal of similar trend was 
made to the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
which'permitted itself to idly listen to the argu- 
ments of the railroad attorneys while the. day 
set for the reduction of rates on grain and hay 
passed by without the slightest attempt to- com- 
ply with the order. 


Now that November 20th has passed, the 


railroads are .asking for a rehearing of the 
grain and hay rate case, on which-this decision 
was rendered. The Interstate Commerce Covn- 
missifn a few days ago awoke to the fact that 
it wal being trifled with, and issued a manda- 
tory jbrder requiring the railroads to put the 
new fates in effect upon December 27th next. 
In this order the great portion of the western 
grain belt is to be given the. benefit of a 20 per 
cent reduction in rates on grain and hay. 


I have tried to tell the story of what has 


happened, in the simplest possible manner. Sum- 
ming it tip, the above paragraphs moan that 
the railroads have succeeded in maintaining the 
rates authorized by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission under the Esch-Cummins law on 
grain and hoy until the present year's crop has 
been practically moved.
